TOKYO, Sept. 16.—(UP)—Gen. 
MacArthur, following an unex- 
plained meeting with Japanese Pre- 
mier Prince Naruhiki Higashi-Nuni, 
today ordered the Japanese gov- 
ernment to make a full account- 
- ing of all Allied property seized 
di uring the war and all Axis prop- 
erty in the country. 

Three new top Japanese war 
criminals were lodged in the Yoko- 
hama jail, bringing to 33 the num- 
ber of those accounted for on two 
lists containing 47 names. 

MacArthur, in his meeting with 
Hicashi-Kuni, was believed to have 
dictated new and sharp orders 
to the Japanese government to 
cease its double-talk and deceit. 
Although the subject of the meet- 
ing was not announced, a head- 
quarters spokesman said Saturday 
that MacArthur will tolerate no 
negotiations with the Japanese 


and will demand immediate, com- 
pliance with his orders.

Water Torture Fails 


To Make Ace Talk 


: This is the second chapter in the series by three recently liberated 
Doolittle flyers on their 40-month ordeal at the hands of Japanese 
In the first chapter of the story, Capt. C. Jay Nielsen, 28, 
of Hyrum, Utah, described thé crash of his plane off the China coast. 
Nielsen was found by Chinese guerrillas and for a time it looked like 
he had been saved from the enemy. He continues his story herewith, 
describing his capture by the Japs and the inhuman “water torture” 
to which he was subjected in a vain effort to make him tell the 


captors.

When the Chinese guerrillas took us under their wing after our 
erash on the China coast we were pretty much relieved. Maybe our

The Chinese fed us well—eggs, 
pork, steak, potatoes, rice and 
corn. All of the food was highly 
seasoned and they made a deli- 
cious sauce for the meat. 
PLENTY OF TALK 

Capt. Hallmark, the pilot; Lt. 
Meder, copilot, and 1 had plenty 
of time to talk, for we were at 
the garrison three days, and we 
spent most of it talking about our 
plight. We felt we had to rely 
on the Chinese, but the longer we 
stayed the more certain we be- 
came that the Japs would catch 
up with us. 

We had been thoroughly briefed 
about what to do if we were Cap- 
tured and the gist of it was -not 
to give anv information. We 
pledged each other that we 
wouldn't divulge anything, no 
matter what the Japs did to us. 

We agreed we'd probably be ex- 
ecuted if they caught us, but deep 
in our hearts we did not believe 
it. I never gave up hope and I 
don't think the others did, either. 

Whenever we'd ask the guerrilla 
chief about leaving he would tell 
us “Soon, soon.” but late in the 
morning of April 21 we knew he'd 
waited too long. 

We heard a great commotion 
and shouting outside the garrison 
gate and in a few minutes a rag- 
ged, panting Chinese ran in and | 
babbled: “Japanese come. Japa- 
mese come.” 

ARMED JAPS 

We slipped out to the gate and 
@utside the enclosure we saw a 
force of about 300 Japs armed to 
the teeth. They carried rifles with | 
bavonets and hand grenades slung 
to their belts. 

Thev didn't see us and we talk- 
briefly about making a run 
it, but we decided we'd be 
shot down at once. It was better 
take a chance on the Chinese 
hiding us. 

The Japs and the Chinese con- 
ferred a long time and there seem- 
‘ed to be quite an argument, but 
finally the gates were opened and 
the Japs marched in. 

We ran back to our quarters, 
but the Chinese led the Jap cap- 
tain to us. I can’t blame those 
Chinese too much. They were out- 
numbered and out-gunned.

Nobody said anything to us on 
the trip but the soldiers kept look- 
ing at us, grigning and nodding. 
I couldn't think much. I tried to 
work out a plan, but nothing 
seemed feasible. 

I made up my mind I'd do the 
best I could and if I had to I'd 
kill some Japs before they killed 
me 

We arrived at the: Jap garrison | 
about 5:30 that evening and were 
Eiven some boiled eggs and vege-| 
table sandwiches. »« 

A little later we were taken to | 
@ dock where we boarded a small | 
Diesel-powered boat and we head- 
ed toward Shanghai. We changed | 
boats at a place they called Ning- | 
po. The trip wasn’t bad—so far. | 
We got more sandwiches and some | 
coffee with sugar but no cream. 

It was a long trip, but nobody | 
bothered us. We arrived at Shang. | 
hai April 24 about 2:30 in the aft- 
ernoon. When we climbed out of! 
the boat we were handcuffed and 
blindfolded and a rope was tied 
around each of our waists with’ 
‘@ guard at the end of it. 

Then each of us was put in 
f£eparate automobiles and we were 
taken to the Shanghai airport, a 
trip of about 20 minutes. At the 
#irport we were taken into a small 
building and each of us put in nar- 
row cells. 

That was shortly 
eciock and a few minutes later 
# guard came to my cell and led 
me to a room in which were 
eight Japanese: six officers, one 
enlisted man and a civilian. 
OFFICERS ARROGANT 

I was still handcuffed but my 
blindfold had been removed. The 
room was small and hot. There 
was one window, but the bottom 
part was frosted. I was given a 
cup of tea which I had to drink 
handcuffed, but it tasted pretty | 
good.

Strut a Brief Hour 


In 1812 Russia refused to recognize the gov- 
ernment of the United States of America be- 
cause it was “too radical, too revolutionary, and 

composed of bloody terrorists.” 

In 1846 the powers of Europe laughed at 
and their waging of war against what was, to 
opera country of Mexico. 

When civil war tore the nation asunder the French chose that 
time to send the ill-fated, ill-starred Maximilian and Carlotta to 
be emperor and empress of Mexico. A little Indian named Benito 
Juarez disagreed. Russian warships appeared in American har- 
bors, silent yet eloquent notice that if France intended to try and 
invade the United States, Russia would oppose. 

It was not until April 30, 1898, that we were accepted as a 
world power. 

There still was some doubt: an obvious mental reservation on 
the part of some nations, after 1898 and, again, after 1918. 

But. on Sept. 1, 1945, every nation on earth knew the United 
States was a world power in the Atlantic and Pacific, in Europe 


and in Asia. 
we “uk? We have come pretty fast. As a matter of fact, 
New Rich when the Spanish war came along many of the 
nations of Europe were hoping for us to get kicked around: In 
the first place, we were a Johnny-Come-Lately and we shouted a 
lot about our ability to fight and we had some of the raw manners 
of the new rich among nations. Also there was, in 1898, still a 
bit of the feeling about the divine right of kings. The Bourbons 
on the throne in Spain was related to a lot of people around the 
courts of Europe. 

So, they hoped. 

Spain referred to our sailors as “foreign mercenaries.” 

They termed Americans as “American swine.” 

Then came the Battle of Manila Bay when Adm. 
stroyed the Spanish fleet. 

There were some foreign observers who thought it was a lot 
of luck. They hadn’t realized that Spain was such a decadent 
power: her ships wooden, her army badly trained and poorly sup- 
plied by grafting officials. 

Also, the Americans, when they 
and didn’t mind getting killed in a fight 
to that. 

Around the world the foreign ministers and the cabinets and 
the kings and dukes and generals made a mental note. 

The U. S. A. was a nation with which one had to reckon. 


Spain was gone. In its place was the raw, young nation.

WASHING TON—President Truman’s tender 
of the appointment of solicitor general of the 


United States to Gov. Ellis Arnall has one sig- 
nificant political angle that has been generally overlooked in all 
of the discussion precipitated by the offer. 

By seeking to bring the popular young Georgia governor into 
the administration picture, the President, it is held. may have 
given one of the first positive indications of how he is thinking 
with respect to succeeding himself in 1948. 

To give weight to.this thesis, it needs only to be pointed out 
that at the Chicago convention of 1944 Gov. Arnall was a con- 
spicuous leader of the forces that opposed Mr. Truman’s nomina- 
tion for vice president. He vigorously supported the candidacy of 
Henry Wallace for renomination. 

The Georgia delegation, led by Arnall, went down the line 
wholeheartedly for Wallace. Arnall and National Party Chairman 
Robert Hannegan even engaged in a hot personal exchange over 
the contest. 

Despite all of this, Mr. Truman has now offered the Georgia 
governor one of the most important places in the government. 

The effect of the tender of appointment, whether it is accepted 
or not, tends to place Arnall in the Truman camp as regards the 
presidential nomination in 1948. He is thus placed under obliga- 
tion to support the President for renomination, if he becomes a

So much purchasing power gained from industry and trade 
to enable these consumers to buy the hogs in the right amounts so 
none will be wasted. With this approach, all they have to do is to

The answer is that'of instinct or habit. He is eager 
only a certain number of farmers to learn and to do. He is willing 


should produce hogs. Of course, 
there are more columns of figures 


‘and many, many conferences and 


a great many expert opinions by 


| specialists. But the above will give 
us a rough idea of how opinions 
‘are arrived at. 


Now you and I, having no repu- 
tations as planners or economists 
or statisticians to lose, blunder 
along in the old hit-or-miss fashion 
(the American way), and believe 
it is a good thing for city folks 
to move to the country. Our rea- 
son is that it is good for the folks 
who move there. It may not be 
good for the Iowa farmer for a 
new set of Georgia farmers to en- 
ter the hog prqducing business but 
we can’t help that.

group handling certain types of 
food. It was prearranged that

“One man had his cane hidden 
‘in his hat but it was discovered 
-by a Jap who asked him what it 
was. ‘Spoon’ was the American’s 
quick reply as he motioned that 
'the article was for eating pur- 
poses. He didn’t fool the Jap. 
The yellow-skinned devil knew 
how he had used it and, of course, 
the man was punished. 

“How was I treated? They put 
(all of us in confinement for four 
‘months and for the first week we 
had no food at all. While in con- 
finement we weren’t supposed to 
talk to each other. A guard heard 
me telling another fellow in a 
| whisper about the blackberry cob- 
|blers we have at home. He had 
inever heard of them. When the 
guard opened the door we. quit 
talking immediately, but the Jap 
saw me frozen still in the process 
of measuring the size of pie. For 
\that I got 21 licks with his fist. 
'I swore that I would eat 21 cob- 
blers at nome to make up for that. 
Yes, we all took all they had to 
give, which was plenty.” 
UNWRITTEN LAW 

According to Wilson, the Japa- 
nese made them sign a paper 
| stating that they would not try to
